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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12, 14-18 and 20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As to claim 1 , the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a dual mode liquid crystal display device comprising various elements 
as claimed, more specifically, a lower substrate comprising a reflective electrode 
connected to a first thin film transistor and a regional light-emitting source with a 
reflective cathode electrically connected to a second thin film transistor. 

As to claim 9, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a dual mode liquid crystal display device comprising various elements 
as claimed, more specifically, an upper substrate having a transparent electrode 
electrically connected to a first thin film transistor and a regional light-emitting source 
electrically connected to a second thin film transistor and a lower substrate having a 
bumpy layer thereon, a reflective layer on the bumpy layer, a color filtering layer on the 
reflective layer and a second transparent electrode on the color filtering layer. 

As to claim 15, the prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one 
skilled in the art a dual mode liquid crystal display device comprising various elements 
as claimed, more specifically an upper substrate having a first transparent electrode and 
a regional light-emitting source electrically connected to the first transparent electrode 
and a lower substrate having a second transparent electrode thereon, wherein between 
the lower substrate and the second transparent electrode there is a bumpy layer on the 
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surface of the lower substrate, a reflective layer on the bumpy layer and a color filtering 
layer array on the reflective layer. 

The closest reference USPAT 6,714,268 is related to a dual-node liquid crystal 
display device having first and second transistors wherein a transparent electrode is 
connected to the first transistor and a regional light-emitting source is connected to the 
second thin film transistor. However, the above reference alone or in combination with 
any other prior art references fail to teach or suggest the claimed dual-mode liquid 
crystal display device.
